The undersigned, having visited Beau* 
fort, S. 0., recently, have been urged to 
make a public statement of tbe condition 
of a portion of its people. Some of . tho 
old families of tbe town, after five years 
of refageeism, have returned, but nttt' tb 
find their former homes, or even » shelter 
for their heads. Their houses, their plan- 
tations, their catlle, their boats, their fur- 
niture, everything in tho hands of others, 
removed or destroyed. 

Only those who stand upon tbe ground 
and mingle wjth the people^ can,,,rga^i2^ 
what universal and complete cqn^sca'titln 
means.

We 
state explicitly, ih.it wo have never seen 
worthier o'ljects of .sympathy and aid 
than a part of the old ciuz-jud of Beaia-^
